Tonnage output in 1048 reached 
a pencelime peok of: approximately 
88,300,000 tons of ingots’ and steel 
for castings, which represented an 
estimated 93.7 percent of capacity.

1944, during the war, production 
reached the all-timo peak of 80,641,-

Prize For 
_ PI Cigarette _ 
Formula 


Manila, Jan. - 26.—Sccretary of 
Commerce Cornelio Balmaceda is 
offering US$12,500 for a good for- 
mula to make cigarettes from Vir- | 
ginia leaf tobacco grown.in tho 
Phillippines. 4 

He announced the prize when. he 
opencd a driva to reduce ‘imports 
of American cigarettes and revive 
the war-Wrecked Philippine tobacco, 
industry. 

Mr Balmaceda, also Board Chair- 
man. of the government-owned 
National Tobacco Corporation, sald 
Philippine smokers are showing a 
“definite trend” away from famous 
Manila cigars, 

Cigar consumption of 115,000,000 
units before the war has dropped 
to 43,500,000 units a ycar now. 

In the meantime, the yearly 
average of tobacco . imports—con- 
sisting almost entirely of cigarettes 
from the U.S—has tripled, - 

Philippine exports of .leaf tobacco 
and clgars ‘were valued at only 
US$2.000,000 in 1047, compared 
with on annual ' prewar value’ of 
about’. US$5,000,000. 

Import control rules which Pre- 
sident Ellpidio Quirino put into 
effect on Jan 1, to conserve Philp- 
pine forcign exchange classified all 
tobacco} manufactures as non- 

ential. 

Quotas ‘sct witl reduce the im+ 
port of. cigarettes by . 30 percent 
from inst year's rate, cigars by 80 
percent and smoking tobacco by 50 
percent. 

Seeretary Balmaceda told a meet- 
ing of tobacco industry leaders that 
those Imports could be further re- 
duced, if Fillpinos could intensify 
Virginia leat growing and cigarette 
manufacture.—Associated Press.

Policy Of Folly 
Stupidity And 
Fatuity 


London, Jan. 26. — Mr Winston Churchill 


attacked the Forcign Secretary, 


Mr Ernest Bevin, 


for kis “astounding mishandling” of the Palestine 


problem. 


Speaking after Mr Bevin in the debate on Pales- 
tine and the Middle East in the House of Commons 


today, Mr Churchill said that in 


the spirit of the 


general policy which Mr Bevin had pursued, the 
Opposition had supported him and they did not 
withdraw that support at the present time. : 

“Tt. jg on this basis and with this background 
that we are forced to-consider his astounding mis- 
handling of the Palestine problem,” Mr Churchill 


declared. 


“We feel that this has been so.gross and glaring 
that we should fail in our duty if we did not expose 
it in the plainest terms, and we shall not only do 
that in debate but we shall support our criticism in 
the lobby” (vote against the Government). 

“No one ever mado such sweeping declarations of 
confidence in himself on this point than Mr Bevin and 


no one has been proved by ovents 


to be more | con- 


sistently wrong at every moment than he has. 


“Every opportunity for 


settlement was thrown away immediately after 


wer. 


“The Government have always 
een one or two and sometimes 
three steps behind the march of 
events in this matter, There never 
has been, in my belief, the slightest 
appreciation of the Palestine: prob- 
lems by the Foreign Secretary, 


“LP am’ quite sure he will have to 
recognise the Isracli Government 
and that cannot be lon delayed. 


. "1 do. not feel any reat confidence 

that the Forelgn Secretary bas not 
yot n prejudice against the Jews tn 
Palestine. We have so managed our 
alfairs’ as to find ourselves ranged 
on, the opposite side to the United 
States and Soviet Russia, ta the 
Palestine settlers and their Zionist 
supporters ull over the world, with- 
oul doing, the slightest: service to 
the Arabs. 


"We stem w Nave deprived ours 
selves of all the fruits of the past. 
We ought not to grudge a fair share 
of the deseris of the Negev to the 


Jews. ‘ 
BEVIN’S RASH BET 


aa There is — i te Noa, at Teast, 


an opportunity and, Indeed, a hope 
of affording a-refuge to the sur- 
vivors of the Jewish communitivs 
who have becn massacred in so 
many parts of Europe.” 


Referring to Mr Bevin's  state- 
ment some time ago that he would 
stake his political reputation of set- 
line the. Palestine problem, Mr 
Churchill said: "No more rash bet 
hus ever been recorded tn the 
annals of the British turf.” 


Mr Bevin: “Was it a greater bet 
than you undertook when you 
went after Denikin and Koltchak?” 

Mr Chufchill: “I certainly did: not 
stuke my political reputation upas 
tho success those genernls would 
have, but I think the day will’ come 
when it will be recognised, not only 
on one side of the House, but 
throughout the civilised world, that 
the strangling of Bolshevism at its 
birth would have been an untold 
blessing. to the human race.” 


Me Churctill said that tae 
Government had rejected the Anglo. 
American recommendations, 


Mr Bevin: “We accepted -the 10 
polits. Mr Truman necepted one— 
the 100,000" (immigrants Into 
Palestine), 

Mr Churchill added that no agrec- 
ment was reached upon this issue, 
The Government, he said, nad also 
refused to ‘allow the United Nations 
Commission to enter the — territory 
of Palestine until a fortnight before 
the termination of the mandate,

Arthur Creech Jones, Interrupted 
to describe this as an untruth, The 
Commission reported that it was 
unnble to carry out the United Na- 
tions resolution and accordingly re- 
mained in New York, Mr Creech 
Jones added. 


REFUSES ADVICE 


After declaring. that, the British 
policy in Palestine had led to vast 
waste of money, repented loss of 
British Uves and  humillation — of 
every Kind, Me Churchill said: “We 
have at length evacuated but wwe 
stil) fine ourselves involved in’ this 
problem.” 


My Churehilt, said the Forcigtt 
Seerctary would not take advice. 
“Tt was) six weeks ago when the 
Oppositiun formally advised — the 
Government to recognise Isracl.” 


What he was pgoins to do now, 
“The vast majority . of the people 
know it would be a wise step to 
recoymise Israch Ti quite sure 
he will have to recognise Israel and 


that if cannot be long delayed. ~ 


“pe facto recognition has never 
rested oon the settlement of 
territorial, borders,” he ndded, If 
the Forelgn Secretary bad taken the 
Opposition’s ndvice,*he would have 
nvoided 2 lot of trouble, he sald. 


It was absurd, Mr Churchill said, 
to compare — the question of the 
recognition of Indonesia with Isract, 
which had an effective’ organisation 
and a victorious ‘army. 


EVENT IN WORLD HISTORY 


“Whether anyone likes it or net, 
the comingt into being of the Jewish 
State in Palestine is an event in 
world history, hardly to be viewed 
in the perspective of a generation 
or a century but In the perspective 
of one, two or even three thousand 
years, : . 


“The recognition of Israel fs not 
to be compared with the recognition 
of some countries with thair Com- 
munist banditti such as we ure 
resisting in Malaya or the anarchist 
forces the Dutch are trying to resist 
in, Indonesia, i te 
“wthe Conservative Party, or many 
ef them in It, have always bad In 
mind that there would develop a 
Jewish State”. i po 

Mr Churchill said that now a na- 
tlonal Jewish home had come Into be- 
ing, “it is England that refuses to 
recopnise it and by our action we 
tind ourselves regarded as its most 
hitter enemy.” .

FORMIDABLE SPECTACLE - 


Mr Churchill ‘sald he certain! 
felt that the - spectacle of Jewis 
settlements being: invaded from all 
sides, from Syria, Transjordan ond 
Egypt, with a lot of British tank 
and modern tackle, was on the face 
of it formidable. 

He believed such o combination 
would fall to pleces at the first st- 
tack and he adhered to the estimate 
he had formed in the war os to the 
fighting qualltics and tough fibre of 
the Zionist community and the sup- 
port It would obtain from Zionists 
all over the world, 

“Our Influence is ‘therefore alt 4 
minimum as a result of our impro- 
vident diplomacy. I hope later on 


Ja truer appreciation of the Zionlst 


debt to this country will revive. 
“But for the present we seem, to 
have deprived ourselves of all the 
fruits of peace. Morcover, the 
Forelxn Scerctary and his policy hag 
been the worse policy for the Arabs. 
Iam sure we could have agreed 
immediately after the war to a par- 
titlon scheme which would have 
been more favourable to the Arabs.” 
The Prime Mintster (Mr Clement 
Attlee): “If you thought you could 
have done that why didn't you do 
it after the war, You were Jp 
power," 


MISCALCULATIONS 


Mr Churchill: “Because the nation 
and the world had the Inestimable 
blessing of your guidance.” He 
added: “We are evidently in the 
presence of prolonged, repeated and 
serious miscalculations on the part 
of the Forcign Secretary and ‘his 
advisers ond colleagues.” 

Both Jews and Arabs must have 
access to’ the Red Sea through the 
Gulf of Akaba, he said. This had 
Nigured in most of.the partition 
schemes and it should be possible to 
Teconcile competing claims for 
justice. 

He did not intend {o try to judge 
whether the Government were right 
in the prevailing circumstances and 


in the aftermath of the cvacuation | 


of Palestine to send armed British 
forces to Akaba, ‘ 

Mr Churchill said he agreed that 
Britain could not disinterest herself 
in the fate of Transjordan In view 
of her obligations and her treaty. 

“I should not like to sce us repeat 
in ‘Transjordan the behaviour we 
have adopted in respect of our 
treaty obligations with the Indian 
princes and particularly with — the 
Nizam of Hyderabad.” 

The act of sending forces to-7 
Akaba wore an aspect of deciston 
unusual in recent. British policy in 
Palestine, he sald: 

“l hope that, having gone there 
we shall slay there and keep — Aan 
ample margin of forces there until 
the whole question hos been finally 
decided by the United Nations and 
until their award has been accepted 
and_obeyed,by_both Jews and Arabs. 


POLICY OF FOLLY 


“But we feel bound to make our 
protests and to dissoclite ourselves 
from a policy of folly, stupidity and 
fatufty the Jike of which it is not 
easy to find in modern experience 
and for which the Foreign Sceretary | 
and the present Cabinet are res 
ponsible.” i 

Mr Churchill then complained 
that RAF pilots were sent out on 
reconniissance Mights in conditions 
which exposed them to the greatest 
danger. . 

A cease flre was to take place 
that afternoon yet in the merning 
the Government--the Prime Miatsver 
properly took full responsibility— 
sent a reconnaissance into the battle 
cr fighting area of RAF planes 
which had, been {ying carller in 
conjunction with Egyptian planes 
were hostile to the Jewish 
forces,

Use a soft brush 
or a picce. of velveteen on felt or 
fabric hats, Fabric stretched over 
buckram takes n.good cleaning with 
an art gum . eraser, French chal, 
rubbed In and brushed out, in one 
quick operation, dees a good’ job on 
pastel felts, the type that are so 
popular . especially in off-white 
shades.. Or ‘you can go over the 
entire hat, very lightly, with Ane 
sandpaper. . * 

Use cleaning fluid to keep ribbon 
trims fresh, and don’t forget to re- 
move powder ‘and perspiration from 
the inner head. band frequently, with 
cleaning fuld, hehe :

Should A Small Child 


Have Calisthenics? 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


DIGUTLY, many mothers are 

cuger to find ways of cultivating 
physical grace in the young child. 
For example, a mother writes: 
“Please prescribe .for me a set of 
calisthenics for a 2% year old firl. 
She Is'a__ strong, wiry little child, 
wnd Td like to keep her supple. And 
what Is the best method of devclop- 
ing grace in a child?” 

In’ part I answered her about like 
this. Although some pediatricinns 
recommend some calisthenics for the 
biby (which should be employed 
only with the  pediatrician’s advice) 
these exercises hardly apply to a 
child as old os yours. 


: Young Fathor 

I might, add. that some young 
fathers have hit on ways of tough- 
ening the tot against: physical fears 
find developing good — balance: and 
strong leg and- back muscles in him: 
How safe such procedure is 1 don't 
know. 1 think there needs to be 
considerible caution, I have ob- 
served a few fathers, for example, 
lifting a tot at his ankles near ‘his 
fect so that the tot stands alone with 
his sole support ns his head nears 
the cciling. . This strikes me as 
excellent; and there may be all sorts 
of varintions of thls principle. 

But there ore .mnany other ways 
for the tot to acquire similar re- 
sults; especially’ in the rough and 
tumble outdoor play with others of 
his ‘age. than whieh there: 1s noth- 
Ing -better, I think. Also from good 
climbing appnralus, swings and 
slides. Unfortunately: Inck of spnee 
deprives many children. of - such 
wholesome play materinis, though 
many tots and runnbouts are so de- 
nied becnuse parents who could, do 
not provide such. 

Dancing Lessons 

Some skilful teachers give group 
dancing lessons to tots, which in- 
volve a varicty of balancing exer- 


elses and require group co-operation. 


But most dancing lessons for young 
children alm at training them lke 
seals to do fancy stunts to,be shown 
off to adults. Granting that the child 
many. gain thereby somewhat in 
physical grace, he tends to lose in 


netunt social grace, the kind that 
makes him more ready to be ac- 
cepted by his normal playmates and 
share wholesome fun with them. 
Nearly always, any such achievement 
ns jn fancy dancing, which causes the 
child to win attention of adults, tends 
to render him less fit to have normal 
fun with other children of his age. 
‘Then see what he loses. 

Yet many parents of the very 
timid tot incline to think first of 
solo dancing lessons for him, the 
very thing which may — render him 
more timid among his fellows. ° 

Ot course, some tots who are 
physically very awkward may proft 
some from the proper kind of danc- 
Ing lessons. Morcover, the child 
may neel special guidance of the 
physician. 

Most mothers could afford ,to. have 
chief concern about grace in the 
young.child in terms of his learning 
ta be considerate of the rights of 
others, good -manners, proper fnhlbl- 
tions; and skill at being a good play- 
mate,’ Anyway, what will it profit a 
child to havea Very graceful body 
nnd be a: prig or a brat?
